During the war the "pKE" wag 
assigned to produce exclusively for the German eviation 
industry. The firm wea limited corporation of family 
sharenolders. Foreish capital was also invested. The 
WITTE brothers, shareholders of the corporation, were 
entrusted vith the management. These two men were in 
charge of tne commercial and technical management even 
after the war. Approximately 5 percent of the plant was 
damaged by bonbs, however these damages were repaired by 
the end of 1946.

"Loipziger Kugollagsrfabrik, Sovjotischer Staatsbetrieb"
